The Future— 
Gloomy or Glorious? 


Dinas LAVAL, an intelligent and logical Frenchman, 
could estimate a situation and act in accordance with the facts, 
without emotional bias or sacrifice to principle. After Dunkirk, 
he forsook France for the obvious victor, Germany. 

Not long ago, Frenchmen shot Pierre Laval as a traitor to 
France. 

After Dunkirk, Winston Churchill led an almost defenseless 
England. Did he follow the logical path and sue Hitler for an 
ignominious peace? Listen instead to him saying, “‘We shall 
fight on the beaches. . . we will never surrender!’ How pathet- 
ically futile those words sounded in those desperate days! In 
spite of the facts, almost in defiance of reason, Churchill spoke. 

Who was right, the man who was guided by the facts, or the 
one who stood by his duty, in spite of the facts? 


I ONCE KNEW a man of superior intelligence and experience 
who undertook to engage in the contracting business. He did 
not last long. He thought every proposal completely thru; he 
was able to foresee and to provide for every possible circum- 
stance. As a result, his bids were always so high that he failed 
to secure work. He was, literally, a victim of his own foresight. 

I suppose, that no one would be foolish enough to advocate 
action without intelligent planning, but it is evident that the 
man who thinks too long is just as likely to be wrong as the 
man who is willing to take the future partly on faith, not trying 
to foresee the solution of every imaginable difficulty—leaving 
a little to favorable chance.

FOR THAT 


Home-Grown Flavor 


By Harry T. Foster 








lr YOUR lot is small, you still can 
find room for a cherry tree or two, 
some grapevines, plums, or berrivs. 
Even apple and pear trees now connie 
in sizes for city gardens—no bigger 
than lilac bushes. 

When you sit down with pencil 
and catalog, first list all the fruit 
you'd like to grow, the kinds you 
never find at the market. Then co 
at your planning with these facts in 
mind: 

Fruit requires a certain amount of 
care. You and your family are now 
used to blemish-free fruit; you don't 
expect to “eat around the worm.” 
So don’t try to grow fruit trees too 
large to spray with a bucket or bar- 
row sprayer and the help of a six- 
foot spray-rod extension. This will 
take care of trees from 10- to 12-feet 
tall, and you'll have no great in- 
vestment in equipment. 

Fruit trees, vines, and bushes 
need full sun if they’re to do their 
best. Altho clay and sandy soils 
both can be modified, you must give 
them sun from the start. 

Grapes are one of the easiest fruits 
to grow on the small lot because they 
can be trained along fences, over 
trellises, and even up the clothesline 
supports. However, they must have 
good circulation of air and good soil 
drainage. Grow several of the red 
and white varieties for eating right 
from the vines; the blue-blacks for 
fresh fruit, canning, and juice. Your 
family can enjoy vine-ripened grapes 
for six weeks or more if you plant 
one or two of the early varieties like 
Worden, Moore Early, Fredonia, 
Campbell Early, or Patricia, and 
also such late ones as Sheridan. The 
flavorful red Agawam has been 
kept in fine condition until Christ- 
mas. Northern gardeners will be 
interested in Bluebell and other new 
grapes of Minnesota origin. 


Dwarr and semi-dwarf apple 
trees can be fitted into the plan for a 
small garden and still leave room 
for earlier fruit. A 3-year-old dwarf 
apple can be expected to yield about 
a peck of fruit, while two years later 
it should give close to a bushel. With 
a half-dozen carefully chosen va- 
rieties, this means that a family can 
enjoy apples at their best all thru 
late summer and fall, without ever 
having a burdensome crop to care 
for. Anoka is a good, new, summer 
apple for northern gardens, natural- 
ly quite dwarf, and a very early 
bearer. 

Cherries like Early Richmond 
and Montmorency bear when small 
and interfere very little with plans 
for vegetables and other ornamen- 
tals. If there’s no room for full-size 
trees, bush cherries can be planted 
for a screen.

into flower borders above tulips, 


violets, and bluebells in May. Plums 


are at their best when the fruit de- 
velops a heavy bloom and the solid 
flesh changes to a springy softness. 
The Stanley prune, one of the favor- 
ites, can be grown in all but northern 
gardens. Check with your nursery- 
man when you order plum trees to 
make sure that you have at least one 
good pollinizer. 


An APRICOT tree in bloom 
would be delightful even if it bore 
no delicious fruit. These trees, 
hardier than peaches, are now on 
the market in varieties suited to 
northern gardens. Apricots are 
easily trained to grow against a 
wall. 

Improved varieties of blueberries, 
big fellows, perfect for eating by the 
pint, put this fruit very much in the 
news. Chief limitation as far as 
home gardens are concerned is that 
blueberries must have a soil with 
acid reaction. Where soil is natural- 


ly alkaline, mounds or islands of 


acid soil can be built up, and acid- 
making materials applied yearly to 
offset seepage of alkaline soil water. 
Several varieties of blueberries 
should be planted so that adequate 
pollination is assured. Some firms 
sell them only that way. 

To anyone who knows only under- 
privileged currants picked too soon 
for the market, the big, almost cher- 
ry-size Perfection and Red Lake 
with their shining redness will be 
like currants from another planet. 
More surprises are due when mild, 
bush-ripened, white currants are 
eaten for the first time. There’s no 
reason why currant bushes should 
not be planted in many places where 
barberries, privets, kerrias, and 
abelias now stand. Spraying to kill 
currant worms is practically all the 
care currant bushes require, and 
they'll even withstand a little shade. 


A ROW or a block of raspberrics— 
red, purple, or black—is something 
to hearten anyone who enjoys good 
food. Like their relatives, the black- 
berries and boysenberries, they must 
be pruned and mulched yearly, but 
will more than repay you with lus- 
cious thumb-size berries, sweet and 
packed with flavor. 

Gooseberries, like currants, have 
been neglected by gardeners who 
could just as well edge their vege- 
tables with the good-looking bushes. 
Not until you’ve let gooseberries 
hang until they’re dead ripe, a deep 
red or purple, will you ever know 
what a taste-thrill a handful can 
give. And ripe-gooseberry jam is 
pure ambrosia. Altho Poorman 
generally is found to be the best 
gooseberry, a new one, Pixwell, 


is rapidly gaining favor because of 


its smooth stems and fruit that 
dangles well below the branches. 

Pears make beautiful long-lived 
trees, erect and suited to little gar- 
dens. Dwarf pears now are offered

The smaller bedroom has become a den 
in our model; it could be a study or sewing 
room as well. As the family grows, or if 
Aunt Martha comes for an extended visit, 
the high roof over living room permits a 
third bedroom upstairs, plus storage space 
for trunks and boxes and that portrait of 
Grandfather that just won’t harmonize with 
anything. 

From a practical point of view, the house 
has three bathrooms, for three persons can 
be in the bathrooms at the same time. Yet 
with fixtures back-to-back against the same 
wall, using much of the same plumbing, 
costs are far less than for two separate bath- 
room units. 


THE kitchen-utility wing is a pleasant, 
efficient workshop. Floor space fronting the 
sink is just four feet wide; you can almost 
stand still and reach everything needed for 
meal preparation. Combining kitchen and 
utility room means such diverse tasks as 
washing clothes and peeling potatoes can be 
done at the same time. But the design is 


adaptable; if you prefer, utility area could 
become dining space, with washer, dryer 
and ironer moved to the basement. 

Excavation is planned only under the 
rear wing, however. Modern heating meth- 
ods make full excavation unnecessary, and 
a small basement slashes building costs. 


MoVING to the large living-dining wing 
we find room for the most ambitious proj- 
ect—a model train with yards of track, for 
example, or a bridge party without several] 
foursomes isolated in other rooms. 

The two areas are visually separated by 
variation in ceiling height. For full separa- 
tion, so the table may be cleared after a 
dinner party without competing with the 
conversation, a wall curtain can be drawn 
across the room. 

Built-in bookshelves and storage cabinets 
blanket the fireplace wall; opposite, the 
wall between kitchen and dining area may 
house voluminous cupboards accessible 
from either side, another step-saving idea. 

From the living room, large windows 
open onto the most pleasant outdoor area, 
the sunny terrace with garden beyond.

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How TO MAKE 


Perlect Biscuits. 


By Myrna Johnston 


Measure exactly ... handle with a feather-light touch 


e-- bake by the rules ... and serve them hot, hot, hot! 


A PLATE of piping-hot, baking powder 
biscuits—there’s a dish to make your repu- 
tation on! But they’re not just ordinary 
biscuits—not these. They’re high, light, 
and tender . . . fine, flaky, and flavorsome 
within, crusty and brown-gold without. 
They inspire Daughter to whistle over the 
dishes, Son to jump to his homework, and Dad 
to get that new-car look in his eyes. ‘They’re 
honestly the best biscuits we’ve ever tasted 
—and they’re yours for the making! 

Here are the recipes for the step-by-step 
techniques photographed. Standard Bis- 
cuits are simple, economical, everyday bis- 
cuits, but perfectly delicious. Biscuits Su- 
preme are richer and sweeter for extra- 
special occasions or for you beginners who 
long to make a big biscuit impression with 
your first fluffy, golden batch: 


Standard Baking Powder Biscuits 


2 cups flour 

lg teaspoon salt 

3 teaspoons baking 
powder 


3 to 4 tablespoons 
shortening 
24 cup milk 


Biscuits Supreme 


2 cups flour 14 teaspoon cream of 
lg teaspoon salt tartar 
4 teaspoons baking 2 teaspoons sugar 
powder 14 cup shortening 
23 cup milk 


i. Careful with those measurements. Make 
them all standard and level. Measure sifted 
flour, then sift again with other dry in- 
gredients into mixing bowl. This mixes bak- 
ing powder evenly thru flour so there’ll be no 
tiny freckles on your baked beauties. 


2. Measureshortening right into bowl. With 
handy pastry blender or two knives cut it 
into dry ingredients quickly and lightly 
until mixture looks like coarse crumbs. 


3%. Scoop a deep well in flour mixture and 
add milk all atonce. Stir gently with fork until 
flour is dampened. Stir vigorously, just until 
dough follows fork around bowl. But have 
a care—too much stirring makes biscuits 
tough. (Since you’ll be using more shorten- 
ing for Biscuits Supreme, short the milk a 
tablespoon or so—add if needed.) 


4. Turn dough out on lightly floured board 
or canvas pastry cloth. Handle it as tho it 
were made of fragile bubbles. The more 
delicate your touch, the more feather-light 
and mouth-melting your biscuits. 


5. Now a fast but gentle kneading—not 
more than 15 to 20 gentle, easy punches 
with flour-dusted hands—and the dough 
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crows smooth, light, and springy. This com- 
pletes the mixing, develops that fine flaky 
texture of biscuits at their best.

6. Dust a trace more flour on hands or 
olling pin and pat or roll to %-inch thick- 
1ess—thicker for fatties. Dip cutter in flour 
each time, and there’ll be no sticking. Cut 
straight down without twisting to get those 
straight, tall sides. Lift biscuits to ungreased 
baking sheet with dusted spatula. Some 
like them crusty, some soft? Try our scheme. 
Those placed close together will have soft 
sides; those far apart will be deliciously 
crusty all over. You'll have about 14 biscuits. 

For easy entertaining make biscuits ahead 
ready to bake just before the luncheon. 
Place cutout biscuits on baking sheet, brush 
tops with melted fat. Cover with waxed 
paper and place in the refrigerator. Remove 
from refrigerator about 30 minutes before 
baking. 


z- Thoroly preheat your oven to 450° to 
475° or “hot.” When it’s ready, bake bis- 
cuits 12 to 15 minutes, until they’re a de- 
lectable brown, with their crusts just as 
crisp as you like them. Don’t skimp the pre- 
heating time. Many a promising biscuit 
has been spoiled by a half-hearted oven. 


%. They’re perfect! Whisk them straight 
from the oven to your waiting family. 
(They’ve been excitedly whiffing them these 
last five mintues.) Plan their debut for the 
very last act of serving. Keep them cozy 
under a pretty napkin on a warm plate, 
with plenty more piping hot in the kitchen! 
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Pin Wheels and 
Coffee Ring 


Make your biscuits exciting to eat! 
These crusty little pin wheels are sweet, 
spicy, and studded with raisins—dandy 
eating any meal or between times, and so 
easy to make. The Coffee Ring is party- 
pretty and a flavor hit with steaming-hot 
coffee, Carry it in proudly on a big torte 
plate—for Sunday breakfast or a surprise 
dessert. If it’s for late evening guests, have 
it all ready in the refrigerator to speed to 
the oven. 


1. Lightly roll biscuit dough into an oblong 
Y-inch thick. Brush with melted butter 
and sprinkle with mixture of 4 cup sugar 
and 2 teaspoons cinnamon. Scatter with 
plump, seedless raisins. 


2. Roll up lengthwise. Don’t let any of that 
spicy filling escape. 


3%. Cut in 1-inch slices. Use a sharp knife. 
Place in greased muffin pans with a Cali- 
fornia walnut half in each. Bake’ in hot 
oven (450°) 12 to 15 minutes. 


4. Or curl that luscious, long roll into a 
ring on a greased cooky sheet. Moisten ends 
of ring with milk so they’ll stick together. 
Snip almost to center every 2 inches around 
the ring, using kitchen scissors. Pull sections 
apart with a slight twist to form a merry- 
go-round of pin wheels.

‘More Ideas 


L A kitchen is not enough; if, no matter 
how small the space, you want to eat there, 
too, and how on earth are you going to do 
it?—then you'll want to borrow ideas from 
this little room in which both kitchen and 
dining alcove fit snugly but amicably to- 
gether. 

First, let careful planning condense your 
kitchen proper to its minimum dimensions. 
You'll find modern equipment ready to 
cooperate in a tight but comfortable fit. 
Add—if you need to—space borrowed from 
the living areas beyond. It will undoubtedly 
see more living as part of the kitchen than 
if it were still part of the living room. 

Here U-arrangement brings ‘ full-sized 
equipment to a fitting climax right on the 
way into the dining alcove. Then, to the 
generous and varied cabinet storage already 
provided, more is added by continuing the 
cabinets along the range wall right into the 
dining end itself. Here’s storage for all din- 
ing equipment, plus a cleaning tool or two, 
with a serving niche bright with light and 
fitted with shelves cut to a rhythmic pattern: 
a plus in any dining alcove. 

Opposite, under the picture window, are 
built-in table and benches. To set them 
apart, the kitchen-side bench is backed with 
a partition. Not the usual solid wall, please, 
behind which both kitchen and alcove 
would shrink in size, but an open screen, 
which gives the psychological effect of sepa-

American Children 


Problem in Rehabilitation 


By Arnold A. Fenton 


Home-front youth has been a wartime 
casualty. A special student of sports 
and of youth, a former coach, points 
out the need for nationwide rehabili- 


tation to avert a future crime wave 


Our children have been so fortunate! Un- 
like those of blasted nations in Europe and the 
Pacific, they haven’t had to spend tortuous 
nights in congested air-raid shelters or flee from 
on-rushing tank columns. 

But wait! Altho the final chapter on what 
global war has done to youth has yet to be writ- 
ten, this much can be said: The emotions of 
millions of children and teen-agers in America 
have become gravely confused. 

The shock of emotional assault has 
severely felt in the 5- to 12-year age bracket, those 
sheltered and innocent years during which we 
might least expect it. 


been 


Even tho death and destruction by air never 
came, wailing sirens and shrill blasts of air-raid 
wardens’ whistles, followed by foreboding dark- 
ness, terrified hosts of small children, increased 
their tendency toward apprehension. Even older 
children now confess they were frightened at the 
time, but feared ridicule if they mentioned it. 
Careless parental conversation and the recital 
and re-enactment of war brutalities over the 
air-waves, on the screen, and in the 
shocked tender young minds.

: 
SMALL but highly impressionable children 
have been shunted around to relatives and 
friends like pet goldfish while parents worked. 
As a result, co-ordinated, concentrated parental 
training has proved the real and alarming short- 
age. Life in trailer camps and _ prefabricated- 
house colonies has had a disorganizing effect on 
immature personalities, especially in children 
under 12. So compressed and artificial a mode of 
living has denied many of them an opportunity 
for complete development; so fluid and hectic 
an existence has accelerated them beyond their 
years. 

In the teen-age category, it is not only the 
offspring of irresponsible parents, the youngsters 
who frequent cheap joints and swoon in the aisles 
over jive, who are emotionally disorganized. 

There is Jane, product of a refined family, a 
typical home-front victim. Her parents let them- 
selves be talked into the notion that the canteen 
couldn’t do without her. She lived in an ever- 
increasing state of excitement, using the “This 


is war’’ excuse to her mother and dad until they 
were taken in by this falsely patriotic approach. 

Then Jane thought it would be patriotic to 
take a war-plant job four hours a day after 
school. ‘‘All the girls are doing it, Mother. You 
certainly must know about the manpower 
shortage.” 

School, a job, and helping to entertain service- 
men at dances took a pathetic toll of this Junior 
Miss. Emotionally, Jane isa wreck. Under the 
strain she has aged as prematurely as a victim 
of a shattering South Pacific encounter. 

Rehabilitation is as pressing in her case as in 
that of a veteran of Iwo Jima. The strains on 
emotional life were identical, except that one 
was concentrated, the other cumulative. 


Nor long ago, a boy who was having his last 
chance with the juvenile court came under my 
supervision. In spite of the advantage of respect- 
able parents, he had gradually come to interpret 
life in terms of excessive pleasure. Fate had 
thrown him in with associates who craved ex- 
citement. Here was a boy with a fine physique 
and a good mind, but emotionally he was sick. 

We interested Billy in a sport, made him con- 
scious of his importance, aware of the contribu- 
tion he could make to his school. Once convinced 
that all this was worth while, he reversed his 
entire mode of living. To keep in good physical 
trim he gave up going out with the ““whoopsters” 
so that he might get proper rest. He had to study 
to play on the team. 

This is rehabilitation, a plan that includes a 
well-balanced program of activity. Rehabilita- 
tion means to restore, to give back something 
that has been lost—here, the ability to live a 
normal, creative, and unselfish life. 

The rehabilitation of home-front youth is a 
nationwide problem that cannot wait for econom- 
ic reconversion. The road back to emotional nor- 
malcy must begin now. It should be gradual, be- 
cause the current strain has soared to an all-time 
high. Like spirited race horses, youthful emo- 
tions must be brought under control gradually. 


THE end of the war brought about different 
kinds of shortages which are increasing as the 
postwar era continues. Money is no longer as 
plentiful for children as before. During the war 
it was possible for some boys and girls attending 
school to earn from $15 to $30 a week outside 
the classroom.

;XCITING news comes from the 
Institute of Life Insurance. During 
the war years of 1942-44, the 
amount of insurance bought on the 
lives of youngsters under age 15 in- 
creased 80 percent. In 1944, parents 
bought $850,000,000 of such insur- 
ance, altho in 1938 they took only 
$70,000,000 worth. 

Let’s examine some timely at- 
tractions in ordinary life insurance 
for boys and girls. John F., an In- 
diana banker says, “‘I took a $5,000 
policy for Junior, mostly because 
we’re in a brand-new money era. 
Today, accumulating an estate and 
old-age income is roughly four times 
as difficult as it was only a dozen 
years ago. For with present income 
taxes, and even if they’re reduced a 
bit, it’s twice as hard to save as it 
used to be. Then, when you look 
about for an investment for your 
smaller savings, you find you can 
get only about 3 percent return in- 
stead of the prewar 5 or 6 percent.” 


kK; JR his 12-year-old son’s $5,000 
policy this father pays $82.50 yearly, 
little enough for the many lessons 
the boy will get in money manage- 
ment as he grows up with his insur- 
ance. When he’s older, his father 
hopes the lad will help out with the 
premium payments, either from his 
allowance or from part-time earn- 
ings. By the time Junior is ending 
high school, the substantial cash 
value in the policy may help to 
finance his higher education if bor- 
rowing or surrender becomes un- 
avoidable. But since that’s unlikely, 


the father has the satisfaction of 


knowing that by launching his son’s 
insurance program at age 12 he’s 
providing the youngster with life- 
time low-cost insurance. For when 


Junior is 40, 50, or 60, he will still 


be enjoying his $5,000 policy for 
only $82.50 a year instead of paying 
half again as much for insurance 
taken at 25 or 30. 


Ricur now, this juvenile policy 
safeguards the whole family. If the 
highly improbable happened, and 
the boy died young, others wouldn’t 
be financially handicapped by costs. 

It is true, also, that early insuring 
safeguards a person against the 
possibility of becoming uninsurable. 

With his head start toward finan- 
cial security, Junior can plan mar- 
riage more comfortably. And by the 
time he’s 55, 60, or 65, the cash 
value of this policy will be substan- 
tial enough to add at least a couple 
of hundred dollars to his retirement 
income if he decides to mature the 
contract in that way. 

If you haven’t examined all the 
advantages of juvenile insurance 
tax advantages, too—look into them.

Fetor Floor Ailments 


By Walter E. Durbahn 


SourAKs, ridges, broken boards, 
hollows—what are your floor prob- 
lems? Many floor ailments can be 
treated successfully by the handy 
man, tho floor repair can be an 
exacting task if it becomes necessary 
to straighten sagging beams. 


FINISHED FLOOR

BRIDGING 


JOIST 


This diagram details floor con- 
struction. If electric conduit tubing 
is used, you will find furring strips 
(sleepers) between the subfloor and 
the finish floor. 

Bridging adds rigidity to the floor. 
Sets of bridging should be placed 
in every joist span, and not more 
than eight feet apart in wide spans. 
If bridging becomes loosened, re- 
nail it to restore full strength to the 
floor. 


Squeaky Floors 


Loose boards and nails, due to 
swelling and shrinkage of lumber or 
to improper nailing, are responsible 
for floor squeaks. 

You can eliminate an irritating 
squeak by fastening moving boards 
in place with nails driven thru the 
face of the flooring. Secure anchor- 
age is obtained by driving nails into 
the supporting joist nearest the 
trouble spot. 

Tenpenny finish nails, driven at a 
slight angle thru the floor and into 
the joist, will draw the flooring 
down and hold it in place. Bore 
holes slightly smaller than the di- 
ameter of the nail in hardwood floor- 
ing to prevent splitting of the wood. 
Set nail heads below the surface and 
fill holes with colored putty match- 
ing the wood. 














A more satisfactory (and more 
difficult) means of eliminating a 
squeak, sketched above, involves 
drawing the finish floor down with 
screws from underneath. Flat-head- 
ed screws long enough to fasten well 
into the finish flooring but not 
come thru the surface are desirable. 

Bore a hole, large enough to pass 
the screw thru freely, in the subfloor 
and a smaller pilot hole into the 
finish floor. 


Broken Ends 


When tongue-and-groove flooring 
is laid over furring strips, ends rarely 
come directly over such a strip, 
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hence are left without support un- 
less they rest on special blocks. A 
heavy object rolling over an un- 
supported end may break it. 
Remove the broken piece to the 
center of the second nearest furring 
strip to give strength to the patch. 
Cutting off the depressed board with 
a chisel leaves a clean, square edge. 





BEVELED 


The broken groove and tongue 
on adjoining boards should be re- 
moved with a chisel. Then place a 
block under the finish floor, fit a new 
piece of flooring, and nail it into 
place. The groove edge of the patch 
should be slightly beveled to permit 
entry into the opening as the tongue 
of the patch enters the groove on 
the opposite side. Careful measure- 
ments will insure a_ tight-fitting 
patch. 


End Openings 


A short unnailed piece of flooring 
near a wall may slip, leaving a gap 
in the floor. The small piece can 
easily be forced back into place. 


ez 


Clean the opening and remove 
the quarter-round base shoe. Then 
tap the small piece of flooring light- 
ly with a hammer and pry it with a 
screwdriver to work it back. A few 
nails thru the face of the loose piece 
will hold it in place. 


Floor Ridges 


Wide subfloor boards, if improp- 
erly nailed, may cup due to base- 
ment moisture. If finish floor boards 
are laid in the same direction, they 
will be forced up into ridges. 











You can level such ridges with a 
heavy hammer, using a hardwood 
block to prevent floor marring. 
Hold the boards in place with ten- 
penny finish nails driven thru the 
flooring into the joist. Pound and 
nail simultaneously, starting at once 
end of the board and working grad- 
ually to the other. [ Turn to page 82

Protection Kound 
or Azaleas 


New sprays will save colorful bloom, now 


seriously threatened by spreading blight 


By Emery Howard 


AZALEA petal blight can ruin, 
within 24 hours, all azalea flowers 
it reaches. Now, thanks to two new 
sprays, you can save more than 90 
percent of your flowers. 

The disease appears on the petals 
of open flowers as small, translucent, 
whitish spots which feel slimy when 
you touch them. Within 24 to 48 
hours, the petals collapse, and mil- 
lions of additional disease spores are 
released. 

All cultivated azaleas are suscep- 
tible; occasionally even the Moun- 
tain laure! and Catawba rhododen- 
dron become diseased. Only the 
flowers are affected, usually hanging 
on the shrubs a long time after the 
disease has disfigured them. 

Petal blight is caused by a fungus, 
Ovulina azalea, which lives over 
winter in diseased petals on the 


ground. From them, hundreds of 


spores are shot into the air on warm, 
moist, spring days. If the petals of 
the open flowers are wet by rain, 
fog, or dew, the spores germinate 
and produce spots on the petals. 


Arrempts to eliminate the dis- 
ease by raking up old petals have 
failed because a single affected petal 
can produce enough spores to start a 
major attack of this blight. In some 
gardens, plants have been mulched 
in an attempt to prevent a discharge 
of spores by burying the diseased 
leaves, but the fungus has managed 


to shoot out enough spores to start 
a reinfection. 

Now we have two new spray con- 
trols known as Dithane D-14 and 
Phygon, which will protect azaleas 
by killing up to 99 percent of the 
spores which reach the sprayed 
petals. But to do this, every azalea 
in the area must be sprayed. (Neither 
spray is related to DDT, and DDI 
has no value against azalea petal 
blight.) 


Dirxane D-14 will be widely 
available this year at garden-supply 
stores in a special package which 
also will include the three other 
chemicals needed to prevent serious 
injury to azalea flowers. Dithane 
D-14 cannot be used alone. 
Phygon also will be available for 
the 1946 season. It promises to be 
easier to use than Dithane D-14— 
merely add 1 teaspoonful of the 
powder to a gallon of water—but 
causes slightly more petal injury. 
Neither spray kills the fungus 
once a flower is infected. Use them 
as protectors. Spray, as a fine mist, 
directly into the flowers three times 
a week while the flowers are open. 
START SPRAYING AS SOON AS 
THE BUDS SHOW COLOR. Con- 
tinue to spray as long as flowering 
continues. Any sprayer is satisfac- 
tory if it produces a fine spray. 
Coarse sprays damage the petals by 
leaving excessive spray residues.

anuary Gardening Guide 


By Harvey Bicknell 


January is the time to plan your program for the 
year. You may like the idea of some cut flowers in 
rows in the vegetable-garden area. Then you can 
leave all of the flowers in the border just for show. By 
planning ahead, you can often get both vegetables 
and flowers from the same row by succession cropping. 
And by planning you can keep vigorous annuals com- 
ing along thru the season to fill vacant spots as they 


occur. 


Inspect the stored bulbs. Rot spreads rapidly dur- 
jing storage. Inspection now can save bulbs. Cut out 
the rotted areas and coat the wounds with dusting 
sulfur. It’s also a good idea to check this month for 
rot in stored vegetables. 
where rot is present. Spacing the vegetables as you 
use some gives better air circulation and less danger of 
rot spreading from one to the next. 


Remove any vegetables 


Christmas plants. Poinsettias remain attractive for 
several weeks if you keep them at 70 degrees and water 
heavily. But keep azaleas cool—50 to 60 degrees. Use 
a medium amount of water. When danger of frost is 
past, prune the top back to half its former size and 
set the plant outside where it receives sun only half 
the day. Jerusalem cherry uses lots of water and 
should have the leaves washed once a week. 


Mulching outdoor plants. Add the finishing mulch- 
es to tender ornamentals now that the ground has 


. frozen hard. Strawberries, too, should be mulched— 


four inches of clean straw is best! The straw can be 
left between the rows next year to keep the berries 
off the ground. 


Praning. Apples, grapes, currants, and gooseberries 
can be pruned in January. Better wait another six 
weeks on raspberries because there still may be some 
winterkill. Prune apples to keep an open center in the 
tree so that light gets in for good fruit color. Grapes 
produce the most fruit when you prune the vines to 
stout, short growths. 

January is a good time to prune ornamental shrubs 
which flower in midsummer. But don’t prune spring- 
flowering shrubs until after they flower. Ornamental 
trees seldom should be pruned except to remove dead, 
diseased, or broken branches. But do remove branches 
which rub or tangle with desirable branches. 


Early bloom. To get early bloom from your summer- 
flowering bulbs of gloxinia, pot them now. Gloxinia 
is an attractive, large-flowered pot plant. The pink, 
white, or red flowers keep up a color show all summer. 
Keep the plants in partial shade or at least out of 
direct sunlight. For potting, use a mixture of garden 
loam, sand, and peatmoss. The fiber of the peatmoss 
makes a good medium for root development. 

Other summer bulbs to start now for use later in 
the garden are calla lily, montbretia, and amaryllis. 
In very shady gardens and for terraces, plan for 
potted flowering plants to furnish bright spots of 
color which can be changed from time to time. Re- 
member, too, that colorful pots of bloom can always 
be sunk in the perennial border to liven up spots 
where plants are missing. 


Teols and equipment. Another link in your garden- 
preparedness chain—get your tools and equipment 
ready. No matter how carefully you clean sprayers 
in the fall, usually enough copper spray material re- 
Mains to cause some corrosion. Take the sprayer 
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Cut \-inch pipe in 1-foot lengths to mark corners 
of garden permanently. At border-cutting time, 
simply insert stakes to hold string for marking

well, look for dull teeth or a rusty 
blade. The teeth are supposed to be 
a uniform length except in saws 
which combine cutting teeth and 
rakers (straight, cleaning teeth). 
The raker teeth should be a trifle 
shorter. Gauges and _ file guides 
make saw-sharpening easy. 


Don’t waste water or sprays. 
While you have the sill cocks drained 
for winter is a good time to. replace 
washers in them. An outside faucet 
that drips not only wastes water but 
tends to drown the plants near it. 

Replace washers on the sprayer 
rods and nozzles. During the winter 
these harden and crack. Leather 
washers are best because they wear 
longer and are not affected by spray 
oils. 


Plants from seed. If you plan to 
grow your own seedlings, arrange 
for soil sterilization. It checks soil- 
borne diseases which enter seedling 
plants and either kill or stunt them. 
Damping-off is the most common of 
these seedling diseases. This strikes 
soon after the seedlings come thru 
the ground. Within a few hours, 
vigorous seedlings may collapse and 
look as tho they had been dipped 
in hot water. Prevention is necessary 
for this disease because it strikes too 
hard and too fast for a cure after 
it hits. 

Sterilizing can be done by heating 
the soil in the oven in small quanti- 
ties—but the odor is terrible. You 
can take the soil to a greenhouse and 
have the sterilizing done on a large 
scale by steam or by electricity. 

Chemical sterilization is becoming 
more and more practical for the 
home grower. Formaldehyde, either 
the dust or liquid form, is very ef- 
fective. Merely mix the dust with 
the soil—!4 pound of 6 percent 
dust treats 1 bushel of soil—then 
sow the seed. 

Or use 1 teaspoon of the liquid 
in 1 gallon water and use this for 
1 square foot of flat surface. Don’t 
sow your seeds until the soil has 
dried enough for most of the odor 
of formaldehyde to disappear. Wait 
until the odor is completely gone 
before using the soil for plants. 

A good system for sterilizing a 
considerable quantity of soil in 
advance is to soak it thoroly with the 
solution, leave it covered for three 
or four hours, then allow it to air 
out for about 10 days before using. 
The dust is the simpler to handle 
successfully because there is always 
danger of ruining the soil texture 
when you flood soils. 

Check carefully on the germinat- 
ing time of seeds and don’t sow 
them too soon. The best plants are 
those which make a continuous, 
rapid growth from the time the 
seed is sown until the, produce is 
harvested. Whenever | growth is 
slowed for any reason-—disease or 
insect injury, or for lack of water 
or plant food, the tissues harden 
and water moves too slowly for 
normal growth. The final result is 
poor quality in flowers and vege- 
tables.

subscribers, repeat how I keep my 
garden records. Each year I buy me 
a garden diary notebook that has a 
page a day. The one I use is a Na- 
tional Diary, No. 5146, with red 
cover that is somewhat water-re- 
sistant. Most office-supply and book- 


| stores carry this or equivalent in 


various sizes. 

In this I put down records of all 
my plantings and sowings, bloom- 
ing dates, ways I use plant food, 
times of harvesting, and what not. 
I also make notes of how varieties do, 
especially of the new things. I began 
this annual record book in 1922 and 
have continued ever since. On a 
shelf is a long row of these books, 
and it is surprising how valuable 
this series has become. 

Then for such things as are per- 
manent or that remain in a location 
for some time, I have permanent 
record books, one for roses and 
another for iris, peonies, daylilies, 
lilacs, and the like. For such records, 
I use a stoutly bound K and E 
Engineers’ Field Data Book No. F 
361A. This comes from a store selling 
engineering supplies. 

When I plant a rose, say, I put 
the record down in the daily diary 
book. Then, later, I transfer it to the 
permanent record book. In this way 
the entire rose record of many years 
is in one place. 


Ga 6 We still have snow— 
Me and the birds come in 
droves, and I’m feeding them grain 
at the rate of 100 pounds a week, 
plus prodigious quantities of sun- 
flower seeds.

with a compass saw after holes are 
bored near the top of the joist. 
Raise the joist into line with a shor- 
ing post and jack screw, then hold 
it there by driving wedges into the 
saw cuts from both sides. The joist 
should be reinforced. 


Rotting Beams 


Ends of wood beams thoughtlessly 
sealed in concrete walls are likely to 
rot, allowing beam and floor to 
settle. 









\-— 


ROTTED END 





To remedy this situation, prepare 
a concrete base near the wall, direct- 
ly under the end of the beam, then 
jack up the beam and place a new 
support post under it. The rotted 
portion of beam should be cut off. 


Rotting Supports 

If posts supporting beams are set 
into the basement floor, they may 
rot, causing settlement of post, 
beam, and floor above. Results— 
sloping floors, space between base- 
board and floor, binding doors, 
cracked walls. Weight of floors and 
walls above may cause a similar sag. 








Shoring posts and jackscrews are 
needed to boost a settled beam back 
into line while replacing a rotting 
post or installing a new one. Provide 
a concrete base with center pier 
raised four inches above floor level 
for the new post. When concrete 
hardens, the new post may be fitted 
tightly between base and beam. 

Sagging. floor beams must be 
raised slowly and carefully to avoid 
damage to plaster walls above.

Won't Crowd You

be trained to allow ample head- 
room, but for the 60-foot lot, it is 
wiser to buy fairly large specimens— 
from 5 to 7 feet high. Squeeze the 
budget for large sizes in trees, buy- 
ing smaller sizes in shrubs if neces- 
sary. Your investment will be re- 
turned many times. 

Give a bit of extra care in plant- 
ing, make the move rapidly, follow 
with regular attention to keep soil 
moist, and you eliminate much of 
the risk involved in transplanting 
dwarf trees of these sizes. 


Your choice might be: 


Paul's Searlet hawthorn (Craiae- 
gus oxycantha splendens), most popular 
of the many hawthorns, a dense, 
round-top tree of 15 feet that bright- 
ens nearly four weeks of midspring 
with showy fire-red flowers. Small, 
scarlet fruits attract birds in early 
fall. Plants grow rapidly until they 
reach 10 to 12 feet in height, then 
use their energy in expanding the 
crown. Mature trees are dense mass- 
es of stiff, irregularly ascending 
branches. Most rapid growth occurs 
in clay soils, but don’t hesitate to 
grow Paul’s Scarlet hawthorn even 
in sandy soils if you have peatmoss 
or manure to use in the soil at plant- 
ing time. 


Flowering dogwood (Cornus florida) 
develops a,short, often crooked 
trunk and a coarse, usually horizon- 
tal branching. The distinctive alli- 
gator-like bark of the main trunk 
gives an attractive appearance of 
age to these dwarf trees. Showy white 
flowers—really bracts which  sur- 
round tiny, greenish, true flowers— 
appear with the leaves, occasionally 
before them. Beautiful, bright-red 
berries are eaten greedily by the 
birds. Grow the yellow-fruited va- 
riety if you want to keep the fruit 
longer; birds do not like it as well. 
Leaves on all flowering dogwoods 
are a trifle coarse-textured, but the 
white on their lower surfaces gives 
a cheerful effect. Altho native trees 
often grow in the shade cast by taller 
trees, satisfactory growth can be ex- 
pected, sun or shade, in any soil 
which grows vegetables. However, 
growth of the pink variety is poor 
in heavy shade. 


The Japanese flowering dog- 
wood (Cornus kousa) reaches 20 feet 
in height, but sweeps the ground 
with spreading branches and slender 
twigs. Few small lots warrant the 
luxury of this large area for a single 
tree, yet many homeowners living 
in regions where late spring frosts 
damage the flower buds of Cornus 
florida substitute the Japanese form 
with its June flowers. Others use 
shadbush (Amelanchier). This with- 
stands rigorous winters and _ late 
spring frosts and is covered with 
tiny, gray-white flowers by mid- 
May. 


Flowering crabapples are excep- 
tionally hardy and easy to grow, 
provided they receive full sunlight 
for seven hours a day. Plan to spray 
them in January or February for

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scale, and keep a close watch all sea- 
son for tent caterpillars. The Japa- 
nese flowering crabapple (Malus flort- 
bunda) is one of the showiest small 
trees in this group. The lower 
branches almost sweep the ground 
in a tangle of slender twigs. Bril- 
liant carmine-red buds open in 
midspring to become spectacular 
snow-white flowers. Try planting a 
few tulips of the same striking bud 
color near by. The tiny, yellow fruits 
persist until late winter when the 
birds become hungry enough to 
overlook their sourness. The Dolgo 
crabapple is favored by many 
people because of its profusion of 
large, brilliant red, edible fruits. 

The Eley crabapple resembles the 
Japanese in growth habit, but 
flowers and fruits are larger. Sar- 
gent’s crabapple makes a densely- 
branched, shrubby tree only six feet 
high. Pink buds open to pure-white 
flowers which cover the tree com- 
pletely to the ground in unbelieva- 
ble profusion. 


Redbud (Cercis canadensis) flowers 
during dogwood time and is an 
ideal companion for Flowering dog- 
wood. Bluish-pink, pea-like flowers, 
covering even old branches, open 
before leaves are produced. Most 
plants have several main branches. 
Prune carefully to avoid developing 
a shrub form. The angular spread 
of the branches can give an open 
picturesque form to mature trees. 
Plan to transplant redbud only in 
the spring, and avoid delay in 
planting, especially on plants more 
than three years old. Heart-shaped 
leaves exchange their cool lettuce- 
green for a brilliant yellow in the 
fall. In the South and Southwest 
where heat, drouth, and alkaline 
cause Flowering dogwood to 
redbud can be grown success-

Saucer magnolias (Magnolia sou- 
longeana) hold their numerous, deep- 
ly-cupped flowers on outstretching, 
horizontal branches. Coarse leaves 
appear after the flowers, drop early 
in the fall. Use the Saucer magnolia 
against a background of evergreen 

shrubs for best display of the white 
flowers in the spring and the inter- 
esting, horizontal branching visible 
during leafless months. Avoid a 
poorly-drained soil, but use water 
freely. Protect from wind to avoid 
damage to buds, flowers, and leaves 
—all of which are unusually large 


Blackhaw. The shapely, handsome 
Blackhaw (Viburnum prunifolium) re- 
sembles the hawthorn in its rigidly 
spreading branches. Trees are often 
taller than broad. Small, white 
flowers open in attractive broad, 
flat clusters in late spring, but are 
not particularly showy. Dark-blue, 
oval fruits are borne freely. The 
glory of the rich dull-red or 
bronze of the leaves in the fall 
outstanding. Plants grow fairly 
slowly, so buy the 5- to 7-foot size. 
Use sun or partial shade, and any 
soil which produces good vegetables.

Tuas is just one too many,” de- 
clared Mrs. Paul Evans recently, 
when she opened her clothes closet 
to find a wildcat leering down at her 
from the hat shelf. 

‘““Them’s fightin’ words,” asserted 
her husband Paul. “It’s high time I 
built me a private ‘doghouse’ where 
my stuffed menagerie will receive 
the admiration and respect it de- 
serves.” 

Paul Evans, to his own, his fami- 
ly’s, and his friends’ delight, built 
himself a doghouse—a hunt shack 
over his garage. It’s such a fascinat- 
ing doghouse that men readers, in 
particular, are bound to be inter- 
ested whether they’re huntsmen or 
not. 

Once each year, come October, 
Paul stopped being a busy executive 
for a short but highly exciting peri- 
od. He packed up his hunting togs 
and guns and set out for the Kaibab 
National Forest on the north rim of 
the Grand Canyon. There he 
teamed up with Jack Butler, well- 
known Arizona lion hunter and 
guide, and went gunning for bear, 
deer, mountain lions, or coyotes. 
And when he brought back what 
he’d been lucky enough to bag— 
well, says Paul, “It’s nice to have 
them around where you can boast 
about them, and live all over again 
the excitement of the hunt.” But he 
admitted that when the overflow 
reached as far as his wife’s clothes 
closet, enough was enough! 

Again, necessity became a mother. 
Paul built a trophy-shack over his 
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garage. Luckily it’s in typical Eng- 
lish style, with a high-pitched roof. 
The only carpentry work involved 
was laying floor boards over beams 
already there, and cutting a window 
at one end.

educational lines, if one has college 
plans for son or daughter, is urgent. 
With limited facilities taxed by mil- 
lions of veterans inspired to seek 
higher education by the G.I. Bill 
of Rights, college-entrance require- 
ments will be stepped up to weed 
out mediocre students. 

What are the factors involved in 
this serious task of rehabilitation 
facing American parenthood? 


Planning for the idle hours now 
looms as one of our major obstacles. 
Many centers thruout the country 
have become ghost towns, in con- 
trast to those towns which in war 
years teemed with military activity 
and excitement. In thousands of 
such communities (and your child 
may live in one of them), life is 
seeming dull and uninteresting in 
the transition.

drives and wartime social life, had 
become rather emotionally unstable 
themselves. They were not able to 
counsel their own son, and were 
seemingly not even interested. 

From the minds of the younger 
children especially, we must remove 
the thought that warfare is fanfare. 
We must impress upon them the 
knowledge that it is resorted to only 
for self-preservation after every other 
avenue of approach to an aggressor 
has been blocked. We must build 
faith in their ability. 

Selecting the right books, radio 
programs, movies, and even play- 
mates—with an eye to their con- 
structive rather than destructive 
tendencies—is our chief objective in 
rehabilitation. Church and civic 
organizations for our boys and girls 
of primary and grammar school age 
can assist materially in dissipating 
the destructive urge, and increasing 
creative desires. They can break 
down racial complexes, a definite 
backwash of war, and inspire chil- 
dren to the one imperative for 
democracy’s survival—the will to 
put back into the common cause 
more than they take out. 


Sperts can play a great part in 
rehabilitation. During the war years 
many of our children forgot how to 
play creatively. Toy machine guns 
and walkie-talkies can well be re- 
placed by sports equipment and 
erector sets. And the twisted emo- 
tions of teen-agers who have never 
known real physical activity can be 
stablilized if some daily outdoor 
sport becomes a parental ‘‘must.”’ 


Restoration via hobbies also will 
prove effective. Hobbies that once 
played so vital a part in the lives of 
both adults and children almost 
disappeared in recent years, as the 
disintegrating effect of conflict, plus 
shortages of time and materials, 
eliminated these sane and _health- 
building channels. 

More important than our postwar 
home or peacetime business venture 
is the rehabilitation of war-frayed 
youth on the home front. The des- 
tiny of our nation and our most 
priceless possession—our children— 
depends largely on how successfully 
we restore them to a normal life.
